Central Excise Collectorate, Bombay, with the powers of a Collector of Central 
Excise, being the powers of a Central Excise Officer under that Act and those 
Rules, for the purpose of investigation and adjudication of such cases as may 
be aasJgned to him by the said Central Board of Excise and Customs.
